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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 -28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sitoto 
(6,074,393). 

With respect to claims 1 0, 1 1 , 1 4,1 5 Sitoto discloses an attachment device 
adapted for use with a tension link head of a tension link, comprising, a single integral 
piece (10) comprising a shank having first and second ends, the first end having a 
securing mechanism (11), and the second end (13) including a means (13A-B) for 
deforming, wherein the second end can receive the tension link head upon expanding 
the second end using the means for deforming; as set forth in column 2, lines 1-67, 
column 3, lines 1-18. 

With respect to claims 1 1 ,14,15, Sitoto discloses all the limitations, as set forth in 
column 2, lines 1-67, column 3, lines 1-18. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 12,13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Sitoto (6,074,393). 

With respect to claims 1 2, 1 3, it is noted that Sitoto did not teach of at least two 
expansion slots that are diametrically opposite; as claimed by applicant. However, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to duplicate the slot of Sitoto and make them diametrically opposite, since it 
has been held that mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves 
only routine skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 -9, 1 6-28, are allowed. 

Response to Amendment 
Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 2/5/07, with respect to the rejection (s) 
of claim(s) 1-28 under 102 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground (s) of rejection is made in view of Sitoto. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
